The body of William Stein was found 
Tuesday by three boys in Gabaret 
Slough, a mile west of Granite City. 

There was a bullet wound in the right 
temple. Whether the wound was self- 


‘inflicted has not been determined. 


Stein was employed in a Granite City 
rolling mill, and was sent to a hospital 
there several weeks ago to be treated 
for a disease of the head. 

He was released two weeks ago, and 
went home. In a few hours he disap- 
peared, and nothing was known of his 
whereabouts until the body found in the 
slough was identified. 

David Ballett, Steve Petro and John 
Kodack went to the slough to fish. As 
they approached the bank they saw a 
human hand sticking out of the water. 

Greatly frightened, they ran back to 
Granite City and notified Deputy Cor- 
oner Voorhees. 

Volunteers accompanied Voorhees to

Mississippi Patient, Suffering 
From Rabies, Attacks 
Women and Men. 





PREAKS STRAITJACKET 
Chokes Himself to Death by 
Struggles After Tying Col- 
lar Around Neck.

GREENWOOD, Miss., March 
While suffering from rabies, the result 
of a dog’s bite, Andrew Thompson broke 
the straitjacket in which physicians had 
confined him, and bit 10 persons, two 
of them women, before he was over- 
powered. 

After his recapture, he strangled hini- 
self to death in his struggles to twist 
his neck free from the chain placed 
about it. 

Some of the bites which the madmar 
inflicted are very serlous, and the suf- 
ferers will be taken to New Orleans and 
placed under the Pasteur treatment. 

Took Pasteur Treatment. 

' Thompson, who was a machinist and 
of powerful frame, was bitten on the 
hand by a dog in January. One of 
his fingers was badly torn. 

The wounds were cauterized as soon 
as he could reach a physician, and as 
an added precaution, Thompson went 
to New Orleans and placed himself 
under the Pasteur treatment. 

On his return here, it was supposed 
that the wound had healed. But last 
Saturday the wounds began to smart 
and burn. He hastened to physicians, 
who saw that he was growing rapidly 
worse, but could not help him. 

Late in the day he began to have 
spasms of the throat, then convulsions 
of the whole body followed, and the 
man’s ravings became frightful. He 
was placed in a straitjacket and 


ichained toa’ bed. 


Hites Hi« Physicians. 

Yesterday hé broke from the jacket and 
dashing abeut the room, bit five physi- 
cians who had been watching his cot- 
vulsions. They struggled in vain with 
him, and he ran into the street and 
attacked two women and three men, 
sinking his teeth into the flesh of them 
all. 

It was only when he was exhausted 
and helpless that the physicians were 
able io overpower him and bind him 
with ropes and chains. 

His strength socn returned, and |! 
yey vain struggles with his bonds he 
choked himself to death. 


CLERK BUYS $5000 HOUSE 
AND AUTO ON SIG A WEEK;

Prisoner Alleged to Have Kept Pro- 
ceeds of All Cash Sales for 


Three Years. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 24.—Indicted 
on a charge of embezzlement, Clifford 
Heckert, manager of the Delicatessen 
department of the Peebles Grocery 
store, is alleged to have bought a $5000 
house and an automobile, although his 
salary was only $16 a week. 

He is alleged to have taken cash re- 
ceipts In small amounts to the aggregate 
of at least $10,000, having reported oth- 
er sales, but retaining for himself the 
money from cash sales during the past 
three years. The indictment was made 
public today. 

Heckert strenously denied \the allega- 
tion.

LANNES’ GRANDSON OBJECTS

French Government Refuses Per- 
mission to Remove Marshal, but 
Defers Transfer of Author. 


PARIS, March 2%.—The Government 
has refused the request made by the 
Duke of Montebello for permission to 
remove the remains of his grandfather, 
Marshal Lannes, who was ennobled by 
the first Napa@leon, from the Pantheon 
to the family vault in Montmartre Cem- 
etery. 

This request was made by the Duke 
because he did not wish the body of 
the Marshal to Me in the Pantheon with 
that of Emil Zola, whom he described 
as “the insulter of the army.’’ 

The Cabinet today voted to postpone 
the transfer of the body of M. Zola to 
the Pantheon from April 2 to June 4, in 
order to permit the completion of suit- 
able arrangements. The anti-Zolaites 
have arranged a meeting to protest 
against this transfer.

Mrs. Edith Adams Calls West 
1 End Students of Sociology 
Hypocrites. 








Mrs. Edith Adams, who keeps a lodg- 
ing house at Fourteenth street and 
Franklin avenue, says-that the homes. in 
the West End are houses of oppression. 

Mrs. Adams is a student ‘of sociology, 
and it was by attending to the lectures 
of the late Dr. W. L. Sheldon at the 
Ethical Soctety that she got her first 
insight into the work that now absorbs 
her attention, that is, the amelioration 


of the servant girl. ae 
For several years Mrs. Adams has 


been a student of social conditions. She 
has had communication with many 60- 
ciety women who interest themselves in 
the condition of workers and she ,has 
worked as a servant in the homes of 
some of them in order to qualify herself 
as to the conditions under which servant 
girls work in the homes of the very 
women who have been active in trying 


work in stores and factories. 
Helping Paper Bedroom. 

When she was seen Tuesday by a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch in her lodg- 
ing house she was perched on the. top 
of a tall step ladder helping her hus- 
band paper a bedroom. 

She is a comely woman of about 30 
with bright eyes and a quick decisive 
manner of speech. She speaks with re- 
markable facility. 

‘My sole object tn going into the 
homes of the rich in the West End was 
to find out for myself how the women 
who belong to the Ethical Society and 
other so-caued philanthropic societies 
for the betterment of women treated 
their own servants. 

“T was a servant girl before I was 
married and became interested in. the 
betterment of the condition of work- 
ing men and women and particularly 
the latter. 

“T studied and read and attended 
lectures on sociological questions and 
attended many meetings of the Ethic- 
al Society. About five years ago I 
married and this gave me more time 
for study and thought. 

“Tt became known that I had looked 
into the work of women more or less 
and Mrs. Harvey G. Mudd. who was 
then concerned with the Consumers’ 
League of women who were trving to 
lessen the hardships of girls who 
work in stores and factories wrote me 
and asked for inside information as to 
conditions. 

Says Care for Servants. 

“After she sent Miss Marie Peugnet 
to talk with me about it. i sent word 
that she would be doing a better work 
by investigating the lives of the 
slawes who worked for the families 
in the West, End, who were compelled 
to labor from 14 to 18 hours a day 
instead of raising Hades with the fac- 
tories, as the household servants in 
the families of the rich were much 
more worth the sympathy and help 
of truly philanthropic women than the 
girls in tae factories and stores who 
worked eight hours a day and had 
things comparatively easy. 

“About a year ago I had been in 
correspondence with Mrs. W. E. Fischel, 
and one day I saw an  advertise- 
ment for a servant in her house. Here 
was my chance to demonstrate my 
ideas on the subject. 

“} went to work for Mrs. Fischel and 
EF can say this, that the servants in 
the famiifes:in the West End are over- 
worked until they become physical and 
moral degenerates. 

“They are worked to death, until most 
of them should be in the hospital. 

“They run up and down stairs all day 
long on the slightest whim of my lady, 
and when they go to bed at night they 
are wrecks. 

The factory and shop giris have their 
Sundays. The hardest day of the week 
for the servants is Sunday. 

“Onee a week they dress up and go 
out and gossip with other servants and

March %.—Spencer Comp- 
ton Cavendish, Duke of Devonshire, 
president of the Unionist Free Trade 
League and leader of the opposition to 
tariff reform in England, who twice re- 
fused the office of Prime Minister, died 
today in Cannes, France, where he had 
stopped on his return from a journey 
to Egypt. Heart disease caused death. 

The Duke was nearly 75 years old, and 
was one of the most prominent and ac- 
tive men in British public life. He was 
chancellor of Cambridge University, 
Lord Lieutenant of Derbyshire, and Ma- 
sonic provincial grand master. He 
owned 186,000 acres of land. His nephew, 
a member of Parliament, is his heir. 

In politics he was, until his withdraw- 
al from the Balfour ministry, the leader 
of the Liberal Unionist party. 
withdrawal, made because of his dis- 
approval of Joseph Chamberlain's fiscal 
policy, estranged him from a ma- 
jority of the party. He still had a large 
following in the country, and took an 
active part in the campaign against 
tariff reform. He delivered his last 
speech on this question just one year 
ago, on the occasion of the jubilee of 
his entrance upon a political career. 

Was Long in Cabinet. 

Few men have spent a more active po- 
litical life than the Duke. He had been 
almost continually a Cabinet member 
in charge of some important depart- 
ment, as & Liberal before the split with 
Gladstone, and later as leader of the 
Liberal-Unionists. He led the Liberals 
during the temporary retirement of 
Gladstone in 1875, and was offered, but 
refused, the premiership after the Mid- 
lothian campaign of 1880. He was again | 
offered this honor upon the defeat of 
home rule, but again he refused. 

The Duke was also active socially, 
and his entertainments at his Piccadilly 
residence at Chatsworth House, in Der- 
byshire, and his other country houses, 
were notable. Members of the royal 
family frequently were his guests, par- 
ticularly at Chatsworth House, where 
the hunting and shooting and theatri- 
cals in the Duke's private theater of- 
fered entertainment to which King Ed- 
ward was partial. 

The Duke was often the King’s guest, 
and it was when he was with the King 
at Windsor last June for the Ascot 
races that the first serious symptoms of 
heart weakness were displayed. 

The death of the Duke places a badge 
of the Order of the Garter at the dis- 
posal of King Edward. This, in accord- 
ance with custom, will be returned to 
the King by the successor to the title.

Pamphlet Issued at Public Ex- 
pense Tells Why Fire ig- 
cape Laws Ignored.

“Buildings Can Be Emptied in 
Five Minutes—if There’s 
No Panic.” 





The Board of Education has published 
80,000 illustrated pamphlets to defend its 
attitude in having failed to comply with 
the fire escape and public safety 
laws. The cost was $687.25. The 
pamphlets have been distributed among 
the school children with instructions 
to take them home to their parents. 

The Board also has authorized the 
payment of $500 to the Fire- Prevention 
Bureau for making inspections that 
have already been made by the Build- 
ing Commissioner of St. Louis and the 
State Factory Inspector. 

The pamphlet follows: 

The Safety of the Schools. 

The recent burning of a school build- 
ing in a suburb of Cleveland, O., has 
caused widespread horror and alarm, 
and it is very natural that the people 
of St. Louis should ask what assurance 
there is that such an event may not 
happen in our own schools. As an an- 
swer to this question, the Board of Ed- 
ucation submits the following statement 
of what it has done and is doing te pre- 
vent fire in the school buildings and to 
insure the safety of the pupils. 

Ten years ago there 
was not a single fire- 
proof school building 
in the city of St. 
Louls. Since that time 
27 buildings of absolutely fireproof con- 
struction have been erected, and five 
more are under construction. No new 
School building, except of fireproof con- 
struction, has been put into service dur- 
ing this period. The 27 fireproof build- 
ings erected in these 10 years contain 
533 rooms, not counting the two new 
high schools. 

A large number of old buildings have 
been reconstructed and made practic- 
ally fireproef, and fireproof additions 
thereto have been erected. These re- 
modeled buildings contain 359 rooms. 
The total number of rooms reconstruct- 
ed and built during the last 10 years is 
892, enough to accommodate, approxi- 
mately, 45,000 children. 

It will appear from this that more 
than half the total number of school- 
rooms in the city have been rebuilt or 
reconstructed,* with a view of safety 
from fire, within the last 10 years.

Absence of Woodwork in_ Boiler 
Room, There is in the boiler rooms an 
entire absence of woodwork and inflam- 
mable material.

The corridors in the 
new buildings are 
wide and _ straight, 
with no turns. They 
are from 14 to 20 feet 
wide, and can accom- 
modate, without crowding, all the chil- 
dren of the rooms located on the floor. 


Twro-Story Schoolhouses. 

A new type of schoolhouse has been 
introduced, which is only two stories 
in height, instead of three or four, as 
was formerly the case. The two-story 
schoolhouse, such as the Shepard, les- 
sens the danger from fire to the small- 
est minimum. 

Large School Sites. 


Another feature of additional safety 
for school buildings lies in the policy 
of the Board of Education to buy large 
schoo) sites, so that there is less risk in 
fire being communicated from adjacent 
buildings. Large sites facilitate the dis- 
missal of the children. Compare, for 
instance, the site of the old Clinton 
School, 170 feet by 130 feet, with that 
of the Farragut School, 466 feet by 286 
feet. 

The Board of Education has steadily 
pursued the policy of adding ground to 
the site of the old schools wherever it 
eould be obtained.

In the matter of fire escapes, however, 
as in all other affairs concerning the 
welfare of the children, the Board of 
Education wishes to keep in touch with 
public sentiment, and will listen with 
respect to the opinions of experts. 
Fire Inspection. of Schools in ‘Past 

Years, 

It did net Fréquire the fearful accident 
in the Ohio city’to rouse watchfulness 
in -regard fo the danger from fire. 

In the year 1904 the Board of Educa- 
tion had a thorough inspection of the 
public school buildings made by the 
St. Louis Fire Prevention Bureau. This 
inspection was to determine what 
might be done in each building by wavy 
of fire prevertion, as well as in regard 
to means of prompt and safe exits for 
the occupants in case of fire. The results 
this inquiry were published at the 
time. 


Changes Made to Secure Safety. 

The recommendations made by the ex- 
perts of the Fire Prevention Bureau 
during the summer of 1904 were carried 
out by the Building Commissioner, and 
important changes, al] tending toward 
greater safety, made in many of the 
schools. The chief changes were as 
follows: 

Boiler Roomg Separated. The boiler 
rooms were excluded from the remain- 
der of the basement by masonry walls, 
with fire doors and metal ceilings, or 
the fireproofing of the floor directly 
over the boilers. 

Safety of Stairways. Stairways to 
the basement were inclosed in fire- 
proof rooms with self-closing fire doors. 

Safety of Steam Radiators and Pipes. 
Steam radiators in the rooms were sepa- 
rated from surrounding woodwork by 
air space, or protected by metal shields 
Openings in floors through which steam 
pipes passed were encased in metal 
thimbles. 

Classroom Doors Swing Toward Ex- 
its. Classroom doors are made to 
swing in the direction children pass 
to reach exits. 

Ashes, Matches, Lanterns, Masonry 
receptacles were provided for the stor- 
age of ashes. The use of matches of the 
old type was discontinued, and safety 
matches furnished as a regular supply 
to the janitors. The lanterns of the old 
type for the use of janitors were dis- 
continued, and an approved type sub- 
stituted. 

Fire Drills. 


About four years ago the daily de- 
parture of the children from. schoo’ 
was thoroughly reorganized by the 
teachers and principals. and made a 
daily fire drill. Rapidity and good or- 
der in leaving the rooms have since 
that time received daily drill until 
good order and speed in leaving the 
school have become habitual with pu- 
pils. Every teacher knows just what 
place she must occupy in case of dan- 
ger. 


Dismissal of a Large School Com- 


haz- 
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pleted in Three Minutes. As an illus- 
tration of the promptness with which 
the dismissal of the children takes place, 
it may be mentioned that the Blair 
School, one of the largest schools in 
the city, is emptied in three minutes.

The principal of the school is direct- 
ed by the regulations of the Board to 
inspect the basement of the school reg- 
ularly-.in regard to danger from fire. 

Relation Between Children and 
Teachers. The relation existing be- 
tween pupils and teachers has been 
made closer through gentle methods 
of discipline and instruction introduced 
into the schools. The confidence of the 
children in their teacher and their 
attachment afe important elements that 
wil! help the teacher to control her 


room in case of danger. 
Present Measures for Greater Safety. 
Replncing Old Structures by Fire- 
proof Dulldings. The Board will con- 
tinue its policy of replacing, as speed- 
ily «as possible, the old buildings by 
«eehoolhouses of absolutely fireproof con- 
struction. Such buildings offer the best 
assurance for the safety of the chil- 


dren. 

ticn of Every School by Ex- 
ae tes Board of Education will 
call to its assistance the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau, requesting that they in- 
spect every school building in regard to 
the danger from fire, with a special 
view to sufficiency of exits in case of 
fire. This Bureau is entirely indepen- 
dent of the Board of Education. The 
recommendations resulting from this in- 
spection will be carried into effect. 

All Doors Open Outward.- The reg- 
ulation in all the public school buildings 
is that every door must oven outward, 
and a thorough examination will be 
made at once to see whether in any 
place this regulation has not been car- 
ried out. 

Unlocked Exits. It is proposed to 
reconstruct the doors of exits so that 
they cannot be bolted or locked during 
the day. 

Isolation of Stairways. It is pro- 
posed to isolate by proper means the 
stairways from the rest of the building.

Every school building will be kept 
open for inspection by parents and the 
public, on the Saturdays of March and 
April, from 9:00 a. m. to 6:00 p. m. 

The public is invited to visit the build- 
ings so that it may form a direct 
opinion as to the safety of the schools.

NEW YORK, March 24.—Just how 
much joy or sorrow may be produced 
in the human system by various kinds 
of music will, it is confidently an- 
nounced, be shown with mathematical 
certainty by a new instrument which 
will be exhibited in Carnegie Hall to- 
morrow night.

Teller and Auditor Sent to Jail on

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 2#4.—Henry 
Heiber, paying teller, and John Young, 
auditor of the Farmers’ Reposit Na- 
tional Bank of Pittsburg, were arrested 
today charged with embezzling and mis- 
applying the funds of the banx.

LONDON, March 24.—A correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch and New York 
World has learned from an authoritative 
source that the possible engagement of 
Miss Elkins of Washington to the Duke 
of the Abruzzi, a member of the Italian 
royal family, is occupying the serious 
attention of practically every foreign 
ministry in Europe and is viewed with 
alarm by even the least conservative 
monarchists. 

If King of Italy gives his formal con- 
sent it will be in the face of delicate 
and tactful, but none the less strong 
and pointed, protests from every brother 
monarch in Europe. 

Victor Emanuel is sentimental and 
his own marriage is about as non-royal 
as it could possibly have been, his fa- 
ther-in-law, the old Prince of Monte- 
negro, never having been considered 
as a real monarch and certainly nét 
royal. 

But the consequences of an American 
marriage in his family and the precedent 
it would set in Europe are things of no 
ight weight, grave enough indeed to 
occupy serious attention of the whole 
Cabinet. 

Morganatic Union Impossible. 

It is known that Miss Elkins would 
never accept a morganatic union; that 
could be easily arranged without any 
fuss. She demands a real out-and-out 
royal marriage, and would expect to be 
accepted as “cousin” by the King, 
Queen Eleana, the Dowager Queen 
Margherita and, not the least important, 
by the haughty Orleans Princess, who is 
the Duchess of Aosta, wife of the elder 
brother of the Duke of Abruzzi. 

This could never, never be. But, as- 
suming that it might, what would hap- 
pen next? The American girl, with her 
millions, her Saratoga trunks filled with 
ravishing gowns, her sprightly vivacity, 
her extraordinary adaptability, which 
have carried everything before her in 
Europe for a generation, has so far 
been contented with the pick of the old 
nobility, with the privilege of going to 
court with the strawberry leaves of the 
non-royal Duchess on her brow. 

Too Close to the Throne. 

But can she stand next to the throne? 
Can any chance be taken which might 
seat her on the throne, on any throne? 

In Italy the wife of the Duke of the 
Abruzzi would have a very good chance 
of becoming Queen—the gamble would 
almost be with the odds in her favor, 
as such things often go. And what 
complications would then arise. 

“Ye gods!’’ the old diplomats exclaim, 
‘Where would Italy be with a possible 
American papa-in-law to dictate the 
state policy from Washington, and with 
no conception of the rules and regula- 
tions of the game?’ 

The possibility of a marriage between 
Gladys Deacon and the German Crown 
Prince was never as exciting as this 
between Miss Elkins and the Duke of 
the Abruzzi, but society—which here in- 
cludes diplomacy—says unanimously 
that this will meet the same fate as 
the other. 

Its effect would be too stupendous, not 
alone in the serious complications that 
might arise in the marriage itself, but 
from the precedent. Where would the 
American girl stop if once allowed a 
Prince of the royal blood in an equal- 
status marriage?

py months and years in which she has 
been at strife with some of her neigh- 
bors while trouble was constantly cast- 
ing its ominous shadow over her daily 
path, leaving the lines and seams in 
her middle-aged face which should be- 
long properly to old age. 

Mrs. Keough told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter her version of the story of the 
neighborhood feud which has resulted in 
long months of heart-burnings, bitter 
words flung across a backyard fence, 
scathing telephone messages, petitions, 
lawsuits, expenditures of various sums 
of money, a fire thought to be in- 
cendiary origin and, finally, in the like- 
lihood that colored persons will invade 
the hertofore exclusive Cabanne dis 
trict. 

Is Not Seeking Revenge. 

“IT am not seeking revenge by offering 
my house for sale to negroes,’’ Mrs. 
Keough said, ‘“‘but life has been made 
so miserable for me and I have endured 
so long the sight of the grinning, mock- 
ing glances which have been directed 
toward me, that I am willing to leave 
something behind when 1 depart from 
my old home which will remind the 
neighbors that they did not appreciate 
the pride and care I always took to 
have my house and yard a credit to the 
locality. Everything on my lot has 
been in good repair and well painted. 
Tne small building on the rear of my 
let which has caused so much of this 
contention has always been sightly, and 
the neighbors have shown need of this 
little store by their liberal patronage. 
After the trouble came up, the servants 
of the worst complainers were slyly sent 
for supplies because the little place was 
so handy. I have known of some of 
them running $15 and $20 a menth on 
credit. 

“Well, I am a hard-working woman 
and the rental I have had from my five- 
room building, which faces Belt avenue, 
Was very necessary for the family liv- 
ing. My husband has not done very 
well in business and all of this expense, 
loss of rental and trouble has worried 
him no less than me. You see me now, 
a broken woman, in middle life, on the 
verge of nervous breakdown, scourged 
from the home I have worked so hard 
to beautify and live In peaceably in my 
declining years, and now I am driven 
te get away if I would retain my health 
and reason. 

‘This little house of contention, which 
now stands burned and damaged until 
it would cost $1000 to put it in repair 
again, was on the lot when I bought 
this place eight years ago. I did not in- 
crease the size of it one foot, but at the 
time of the World's Fair I went to the 
‘Building Commissioner and explained 
that I wanted to fix the building in good 
repair for renting. I found I would 
have to get the permission of the ma- 
jority of the neighbors before I could 
do this. 

“TJ, personally, took the petition to 
several of the neighbors and my lawyer 
sent a man to others. We got the sig- 
natures of the majority of persons liv- 
ing in the vicinity. I went ahead with 
the work and spent $2000 fixing the 
place up nicely. 

“pifficulties about the survey line be- 
tween my yard and the lot adjoining 
caused some controversy. Over the tele- 
phone we disagreed about the boundary 
until I had a survey made and recov- 
ered the foot of ground which had been 
encroached upon. 

“T tried to make allowances for 
children, but my life has been made 
miserable for these long months. I 
acted on the advice of a lawyer I had 
retained to advise me and was cited 
for contempt of court, then my house 
of contention was nearly burned 
down. If I can find any person, it 
doesn't matter about their color, I 
will sacrifice my home, which I am 
attached to in spite of all the hard 
ships I have undergone here. 

“I had an offer of $9000, but when 
the time come to parting with the 
place my heart failed me and I de- 
clined the offer. Now, however, I have 
determined to sell. Apartments are 
being erected all around and this 
place can be used for the same pur- 
pose. The day of the neighborhood 
has passed and colored people may 
buy if they choose. I have had sevy- 
eral colored gentlemen here to jook 


at the place and it is their intention 


to make my ‘home a rooming 
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a dollar or more have gone about the 
neighborhood soliciting money to pay 
the attorney fees for the prosecution 
I have been under.” 

Negroes Are Well Received. 

The ‘‘colored gentlemen,” as Mrs. 
Keough refers to the prospective pur- 
chasers of dusky complexion, ring the 
front door bell and are ushered by a 
bright-faced maid into the elegantly 
furnished drawing room with its bard- 
wood floors, thick rugs, piano and at- 
mosphere of refinement, where they 
talk over the possible purchase of the 
property. 

Mrs. Keough herself shows them 
through the spacious rooms, her only 
object being to dispose of the proper- 
ty as best she may, so as to get away 
from the scene. Mrs. Keough has not 
definitely planned what she will do 
after she closes a sale on her house. 
It is possible she may move to an- 
other part of the city and begin life 
anew in the afternoon of her life.

Among the men who presented affidavits yes- 
terday to the effect t Delegates Warner and 
Priesmeye> could not have a fair trial in St. Louis 
were two brewers, both of them supposably in- 
terested with them in their “business,” so far as 
trey have any. 

The Court will decide whether these: men are so 
rctorious and the popular prejudice against them

scrutiny and under fire in many places. 

Warner and Priesmeyer are types of all that 
is objectionable in metropolitan life.”

Former Jockey Declares Keene Colt Can Race 


by Himself— Wearing of Spurs and 
Abusing Horses Condemned.

sensitiveness of the thoroughbred. 
No man can know the horse or fully 

realize his remarkable instinct and sa- 

gacity unless he has been brought up 


with horses. I say this out of the full- 
ness of my experience, for I started 
as a stau.e boy. I have seen many ex- 
ceptional demonstrations of the work- 
ings of a horse’s brain. 

First of the list of celebrated horses 
1 have known I place Hamburg. He 
belonged to William! C. Whitney, and, 
with the exception of James R. Keenes 
Sysonby, and perhaps Colin, he was, 
in my opinion, the greatest horse this 
country ever produced. I say ‘per- 
haps Colin,’ for Colin was the greatest 
2-year-old I ever saw, and there is 
no telling what he will develop into. 

Not even in England did I ever see 
a 2-vyear-old like him. He does his own 
racing, and, as the saying goes, “could 
race without a rider.”” He stands at the 
post as gentile as a cow and knows more 
about getting away at the start than 
half the jockeys. 

Hamburg was one of the sweetest 
dispositioned horses that ever raced. In 
a race you could place him anywhere 
vou liked and he would always do his 
best. He loved to race, as any good 
thoroughbred does, only he would do 
his level best under all conditions, and 
had none of the vagaries you meet with 
in some of the greatest racers. I was 
never beaten on him, and he was one 
of the few horses I know of who would 
always try, no matter what the condi- 


tions. 
Belmar a Wise Race. 


The horse that it gave me the great- 
est pleasure to ride was Belmar, owned 
by “Pittsburg Phil.”” I won with him in 
five or six straight handicaps, and when 
I say that this horse possessed intelli- 
gence to such a remarkable degree that 
he knew the winning post anc the con- 
ditions of racing as well as I did, I am 
not exaggerating one bit. I got a great 
deal of credit for winnirg races on Bel- 
mar that I did not deserve, for I just 
had sense enough to realize the worth 
and the intelligence of the animal under 
me and to let him alone. 

He deserved the credit and I am pleas- 
ed to give it to him here. I have won 
many a race on him by a head, where 
if the race had been run a second faster 
or if he had carried ten pounds more 
weight, I am sure the result would have 
been the same. I early learned his pe-

N concluding this series of articles on recipg 
Post-Dispatch, I feel that, in addition to t 
the sport, I should say something about the horses—about the whims, 


peculiarities, characteristics and, above all, 


for the Evening World and 
e men who are prominent in 


the wonderful intelligence and 


instinct. 

The horse naturally loved to race. He 
would line up with the other horses at 
the start as docile as a lamb, would 
break away and take his position and 
would invariably make hits move the 
three-eighths pole on the turn—nearly 
always at the same place. I am sure he 
actually took a delight in racing. 


Did Not Waste Energy. 


As soon as he reached the winning 
— his ears would change, and if there 
S any expression about a horse it is 
in his ears. No matter how keen or 
hotly contested the finish had been, the 
minute he passed the winning post he 
would entirely relax and would make 
no further effort. 

Belmar would play in his stall all day 
and loved to have company around. He 
would lick your face like ag dog and was 
never known to kick or bite. He couldn’t 
run on a cuppy track or in muddy go- 
ing, and it is my opinion that his feel- 
ings were hurt every time he was start- 
ed under these conditions. 

I enjoyed something of a reputation 
for doing more with horses who were 
ill-tempered and sulky than other jock- 
eys, but I take little credit for this. I 
realize it was simply because I knew 
'that horses don't like to be bullied. Af- 
ter I found out a horse’s peculiarities 
I would play to him accordingly. 

I attribute my success with horses 
largely to the fact I did not wear spurs. 
I have not words severe enough to ex- 
press my condemnation of the practice 
of wearing spurs. I found out early 
in my career that 99 horses out of 100 
will do from kindness what they would 
not dream of doing under the spurring 
and kicking they so often receive. 

According to my observation, nine 
times out of ten, when a horse falls, 
it is the fault,of the rider. I know this 
because it happened with me. When 
jockeys get in jams and tight places 
they go to pulling their horse's head 
about from sheer fright until the horse 
loses control of his actions. Then if 
he strikes on another horse’s hind legs 
he goes down. 

If he is allowed to fight out his own 
battles under the circumstances he is 
most apt to win out. Only in a few 
instances have I known a _ thorough- 
bred to step on a jockey who had fall- 
en in a race. Ifa y will He right still 
when he is thrown the chances are that

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 24.—
